T h e T eleg r aph hat been of late some­ 
thing of an edu cational jou rnal; that ia to 
•ay if p u blishing accou nts of commence­ 
ment exercises; reviews of school exhibl* 
tions; extended accou nts of scholars’ fairs 
and notices of the p rogress of p rivate 
schools and colleges of Dixon may be 
considered in that light. These items do 
not inclu de rack ets with teachers and 
Boards of Edu cation, thou gh su ch m at­ 
ters have come in as a sort of sp ice to the 
formal bu ainess lik e rep orts to which we 
refer. 
Bu t we have no ap ology to mak e 
for the occu p ation of so mu ch of ou r edi­ 
torial sp ace with accou nts ot the wonder­ 
fu l facilities which Dixon now p ossesses 
for edu cating the you ng. 
To inform the 
p eop le at home and abroad of these 
things is qu ite the p rovince of the news­ 
p ap er. 
Indeed we believe that these 
newsp ap er notices of school m atters havo 
excited an interest among citizens re­ 
garding the schools that will resu lt in 
vast beoefits to the cau se of edu cation 
here. 
This is u consu mation devou tly to 
be wished, for while it is a fact that the 
school tax, considered large, has always 
been cheerfu lly p aid, p arents of children 
have generally been qu ite lu k ewarm in 
look ing after the immediate management 
of the schools; many hardly k nowing the 
grade or standing of their own children 
er the name of their teachers.

digress. 
The Op era Hou se last evening 
was crowded with p eop le who gathered 
there at an early hou r to witness the com 
menccu ient exercises of the North Dixon 
High School which has been u nder the 
m anagem ent of Professor Smith. 
The

tbe hall very mu ch.

T he Buffalo conspirators, Hiram B. 
and Charles M. Everest, have been

The Buffalo conspirators were managers 
of a large oil refinery, said to bo a 
branch of the »Standard O il Company. 
They were American citizens, and were 
very rich. 
Nevertheless it was proven 
to the satisfaction of a jury that they 
were conspirators, moved by much the 
same spirit that 
prevails among an­ 
archists. 
They were men who believed 
in the domination of “ groups” over law 
as firm ly as Messrs. Spies and Parsons 
do, and they proceeded to assert that 
domination by the Spies and Parsons 
methods. 
They procured dupes to blow 
up the works of a rival company, just as 
Spies and Parsons conspired with their 
dupes to destroy property and life. The 
“ group” in whose success the Everest« 
took interest was formed of rich men, 
the “ group” in whose success Spies and 
Parsons took interest was formed of 
poor men. 
Before the law there aro no 
rich, no poor, and so the Buffalo conspi­ 
rators were convicted, even as were the 
Chicago anarchists. 
The Buffalo men 
do not call themselves anarchists, but 
they conspired to destroy property. 


T he fact that 
Sidney D illon was 
ono 
of 
the 
purchasers 
of 
the 
W heeling 
and E rie 
Railroad some 
days ago again calls attention to a 
financier 
who 
has 
had an 
inter­ 
esting career. 
Ho is one of the most 
popular of the moneyed powers of this 
country. 
He traces his genealogy back 
to the Huguenots, and some of his an­ 
cestors were Irish. 
Sidney D illon is 
tall, well-advanced in years. 
He used 
to be a water bov on the Mohawk and 
Hudson Railroad, and worked for $1 a 
week. 
In after years ho rolled up a 
fortune of $15,000,000, but he lost 
heavily by the depreciation in the valuo 
of Union Pacific Railroad stock. 
After 
working industriously as a boy a num­ 
ber of years and carefully saving his 
money he was able to buy a horse and 
cart, and then he carried water and 
sand for the railroad. 
H e was all 
energy and enterprise, never letting a 
chance slip. 
In a few years he found 
himself able to hire or buy a number 
of horses and carts, and then ho struck 
out in larger enterprises. 
He grad­ 
ually secured railrord contracts, which 
proved very remunerative, and in his 
thirtieth year, when he married a very 
estimable lady of Amherst, Mass., ho 
was in prosperous circumstances. 
This 
lady greatly aided him bv the influence 
of a very superior nature. 
H e was at 
ono time President of the Union P a ­ 
cific, and was succeeded by Charles 
Francis Adams. 
He lias been a di­ 
rector in 
the Union Pacific, Pacific 
Mail, Western Union, Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas, Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western, Texas 
Pacific, 
Manhattan 
Elevated, 
and the 
Mercantile Trust 
Company. 
A t one time he had regis­ 
tered in liis own name 45,000 shares of 
Union Pacific, 15,000 of Western Union, 
and 10,000 of Lackawanna, not to men­ 
tion his holding of other stocks.

Plans and Con*piracies of War Tina 
There w ere, from first to laRt, no lesa 
than a dozen organized conspiracies to 
take the life of A brama m Lincoln, and 
nearly all of them were planned in the 
shadow' of the W hite House. 
After the 
great and good man came to realize 
that liis life was menaced in this fash­ 
io n he surrounded himself with proper 
protection, but nothing was more bitter 
to h m than the feeling that lie was 
obliged to do this. 
I heard him say 
once to Col. Baker, then at the head of 
the Seeret-service Bureau: 
“ These would-be assassins must be 
very ignorant people, or else they are 
insane. 
They don’t seem to realize that 
the war would go on just the same if 
President and Cabinet were wiped out. 
Would we be fo o lish eno ug h 
to suppose 
that the death of Jefferson Davis would 
end the Southern Confederacy, or that 
the rebels in the field would fight w ith 
less energy?” 
Fo r one year— from June, 18(12 to 
June, 1803—Í was detailed on nothing 
but conspiracies against the President, 
and in that time I discovered and frus­ 
trated three different plot«. 
I do not 
mean toftake the credit of having saved 
his life on these three occasion«, for 
only one of the plots might havo come 
to a head. 
The first plan was to send 
an infernal machine to him, and there 
were three men in it. 
W e got the ma­ 
chine an hour after it was taken to the 
po»toffice at Cincinnati. 
The second 
was a plot to abduct him, and that was 
blocked by having a guard detailed to 
patrol the W hite House grounds. 
The 
third began ami ended with the incen­ 
diary fire which consumed the W hite 
House stables. 
The Presidential coachman was a 
man named 
Burke— a 
faithful 
and 
courageous man, 
and known to be 
thoroughly loyal. 
W hile in the very 
best of health he was suddenly taken 
strangely ill, and no doubt poison of 
some sort was administered to him. He 
was obliged to resign bis position tem­ 
porarily, and it was filled by a man 
from 
Baltim ore, 
who 
was 
highly 
recommended to the President, but of 
whom our bureau could learn little or 
nothing, and that not in his favor. 
Fo r 
three or four weeks I did nothing but 
shadow the man and note his every 
move. 
On 
two occasions I found 
strange and suspicious men witli him at 
night, and a search of liis room during 
his absence brought to light a letter 
couched in ambiguous terms and deal­ 
ing with mysterious allusions to “ live 
stock now about fat enough to kill. ” 
On that evening the Baltim orean got 
drunk and that was made an excuse to 
discharge him, but soon after he re­ 
turned and set fire to the stables. 
He 
was seen about the stables, he was 
heard to mutter threats, he was seen at 
the very spot where the flames broke 
out not five minutes before they ap­ 
peared. 
I arrested him tw’o hours 
after the fire, and when the matter 
came into court he had nine witnesses 
to swear to an alibi. 
It was supposed 
that he intended the conflagration to 
draw Mr. Lincoln out to the stables, 
which it really did, and then he was to 
find opportunity to stab or shoot him, 
but as soon as the fire blazed up and 
the alarm was raised the fellow’s nerve 
failed him, and he ran away. 
W hen I 
took him into custody he exclaim ed: 
“ I didn’t do it, and I can prove I 
didn’t !” 
He had a wicked-looking knife and a 
single-barreled pistol on him, and some 
written instructions as to how to find a 
certain mysterious party in New’ York 
City. 
W e couldn’t convict him, but he 
found it best to leave Washington at 
once and to remain away until after the 
w ar.— De troit Fre e Dre ss. 


The Women o f Mex ico . 
In point of amiability, 
warmth of 
manner, and affectionate temperament 
no women in the world can compare 
with those of Mexico. 
Beside them all 
other appear cold and stiff, and what­ 
ever advantages these gentle creatures 
may derive from their intercourse with 
foreigners it is sincerely to be hoped 
they may r.ever lose the graceful cor­ 
diality which forms so agree ible a con­ 
trast to American and English frigid­ 
ity. 
In the eyes of strangers this, to­ 
gether with their sweet voices, is an un­ 
failing charm. 
In fact a foreigner—es- 
speciallv if he be an American or an 
Englishman, accustomed to the cold­ 
ness of his fair countrywomen—need 
live here no longer than to acquire 
some smattering of the language and 
become accustomed to the peculiar 
style of Mexican beauty to find these 
señoritas perfectly irresistible. 
And 
they in turn are always fascinated by 
the tall, 
blonde, 
and active Anglo- 
Saxon who is so great a contrast to 
their own countrymen. 
B u t when a foreigner marries a Mexi­ 
can woman he ought invariably to set­ 
tle here, for it is very rare that his 
wife can live anywhere else. They miss 
the beautiful climate, and pine for that 
universal eordialifcv 
an 1 warmth 
of 
manner by which they have been sur­ 
rounded in Mexico; they yearn for the 
lassics-aller ¡ nd absence of all etiquet 
in hal»its, toilets, etc. 
In other coun­ 
tries they find themselves surrounded 
by women *u differently educated r.s to 
be doubly strangers. 
A very few in­ 
stances have been recorded of Mexican 
g r s who have been married and taken 
to Europe when very young, who have 
acquired Lmvponn ways of 
thinking 
and even prefer the land of adoption to i 
their own: but these cases are so rare 
as scarcely to form exceptions. 
They 
are true patriots, tor the visible horizon 
bounds all their wishes. 
In 
France, 
Spain, or Italy they might manage to 
exist, but in the United States or En g ­ 
land they would bo as much out of 
their natural element as fish out of 
water. 
An icy climate, not colder than 
dhe manners^ of the people, a harsh 
’Anguage almost impossible to acqtire, 
, i religion which they consider hereti­ 


cal, etiquet carried to excess, and in­ 
supportable order in the toilet— rebosos 
unknown, eigaritos considered barbar­ 
ous— they feel like exiles from paradise 
and live only in hopes of return. 
If a Mexican girl is ignorant she sel­ 
dom betrays it. 
Generally they havo 
the greatest tact, never by any chance 
w andering beyond their depth or indi­ 
cating by word or sign that they are not 
perfectly well informed on the subject 
under 
discussion. 
Though 
seldom 
graceful on foot they arc never awk­ 
ward, and always self-possessed. 
They 
have plenty of natural talent, and where 
it has been cultivated no women can 
surpass them. 
Of what is called liter­ 
ary society of course there is none. 
There are, however, a few families of 
the old school, descendants of titled 
»Spaniards, w ho are rich without osten­ 
tation and highly educated. 
These se­ 
lect few’ mingle little in general society, 
being scarcely known at all to foreign­ 
ers; and yon may be sure they keep 
their daughters closely at home that 
they may not be contaminated by bad 
examples.— City o f Me r n o le tte r

INVESTOR OF THE BOWIE-KNIFE. 


D tw i prrat« i d rrn tu rrK o f «fam e* B o Y !* *n

Bowie now sold bis land, and, 
in 
company with bis brothers, engaged in 
slave-trading with tho notorious La- 
fittc, the celebrated pirate of the gulf, 
says the Omaha lie e in an account of 
tho adventures of the inventor of tho 
bowie-knife. 
Under the laws of the 
United »States at that time slaves were 
not allowed to be imported into the 
country, but the brothers Bowie easily 
evaded that difficulty. 
Their $>1*0 of 
operations was to go to Galveston and 
purchase from Lafitto a number of ne­ 
groes, for which they paid at the rate 
of $1 a pound, or about $14t0 for each 
negro. 
These they would bring into 
the limits of the United States and then 
go to the custom-house officer and be­ 
come informers against 
themselves. 
The law gave the inform e! half the 
value of the negroes, who were put up 
and sold by the United States Marshal. 
At the Marshal’s sale they would them­ 
selves become the purchasers, would 
receive half the purchase money back 
and a certificate of sale, which entitled 
them to dispose of the negroes in the 
United States. 
Bowie followed this 
business until he made some $60,000, 
most of which he soon spout in riotous 
living in New Orleans. 
It was during those expeditions to 
Galveston that bis genius evolved the 
hunting knife with which liis name w ill 
always be associated. 
It was made for 
him by a blacksmith after a design of 
his own. 
It was made with a heavy 
back, so that it could bo used in chop­ 
ping as well as thrusting, thus fulfilling 
the purpose of a hatchet, for w hich lie 
used it in his woodsman life. 
In the exciting political contests that 
grew’ out of Jackson's advent as a can­ 
didate Bowie took an active part. 
In 
1820 he was residing at Alexandria, on 
Red River, and during a political cam­ 
paign he got into an altercation w ith 
Norris W right, Sheriff of Rapides P a r­ 
ish. 
Bow’ie w’as unarmed, and W rig h t 
drew’ a pistol and shot him though the 
body, but even then, if W right had not 
been rescued by his friends, 
Bow ie 
would havo killed him with his fists. 
The attack so enraged him that lie de­ 
termined thereafter never to go without 
his knife, and he had a scabbard made 
for it, and said he would wear it as long 
as he lived. 
A year later this feud 
with »Sheriff W rig h t culminated in a 
terrible encounter at Natchez. 
In Sep­ 
tember, 1827, two very respectable cit­ 
izens of Louisiana, Dr. 
Maddox and 
Samuel W ells, having a difference to 
settle, agreed to meet on a sand-bar in 
the Mississippi River opposite Natchez, 
with a few friends, where their differ­ 
ences could be reconciled according to 
the custom among gentlemen. 
They 
met, 
exchanged shots, 
and 
became 
friends. 
W hen retiring from the ground W e lls 
invited Maddox and his second,- Col. 
Crane, to the woods adjoining, where 
some others of his friends, 
excluded 
from the field, were to take refresh­ 
ments. 
Crane objected on the ground 
that there were certain men there he 
could not meet. 
W ells then assented 
to go where Maddox’s friends, w’ho had 
also been excluded from the field, were. 
W hen on the way the party was met by 
the friends of W ells, w’lio were Jam es 
Bowie, Gen. Curry, and another per­ 
son. 
Crane and Gen. Curry were mor­ 
tal enemies, and 
immediately drew 
their pistols. 
Crane had a pistol in 
each hand, and shot Bowie first and 
then Curry, the latter being instantly 
killed. 
At this the friends of Maddox 
hurried to the scene, and among them 
was the Sheriff W rig h t who had the 
encounter with Bowie a year before. 
W right also fired at Bowie and he fell. 
A general firing ensued and several 
others were killed. 
W rig ht seeing 
Bowie 
lving 
apparently 
dead 
ap­ 
proached and bent over him, when 
Howie suddenly drew his knife and 
stabbed W rig ht to the heart. 
He thi n 
arose, though severely wounded, and 
stabbed another of the* party with his 
knife, and the battle then terminated. 
W hen he recovered from his wounds 
lie determined to leave the United 
»States and take up his residence in 
Texas. 
There ho went in the year 1830 
and engaged actively on the side of the 
Revolutionists, his valor and daring 
soon gaining him a distinguished name 
in that country. 
He married a daugh­ 
ter of one of the ex-Governors of the 
province and was appointed Colonel 
of one of the Texas regiments. 
D u r­ 
ing the next fewr years lie was engaged 
in many fights with the Indians and 
with the Mexicans, in one of w hich he 
and nine or ten men succeeded in de­ 
fending themselves against 150 Indians, 
with a loss of only one killed »and tw’o 
wounded. 
His t are r was finally ended 
at the 
bloody battle of Alamo. 
He had been 
ordered to that place to tik e command, 
but a few days after he reached there 
he was taken down with pneumon'a, 
and during the siege was confined to his 
bed. 
As is well known, Santa Anna, 
commanding 3,600 Mexicans, besieged 
the fort in the earlv days of March, 
1830. 
It lmd only about one hundred 
and fifty defenders. 
After some days 
attack tho place 
was st irmeu 
and 
every Texan was put to the sword. 
No 
one escaped. 
Bo .vie, 
sick in l ei . is 
said to have shot down with liis pi-; Is 
and killed with his knife a number of 
his assailants before he yielded up his 
life. 
W hether this is true o r not it is 
safe to assume that if he had strength 
aud consciousness enough to «1.* it it 
was done. 
The celebrated Col. David 
Crockett was also a victim of this mas- 
sacre.

Section 2 gives a pen sion of $2 per mon th 
to all who served three mon ths in the arm y 
or n avy , an d who are sufferin g from m en tal 
or phy sical d isability n ot the result of their 
own person al habits; th at person s who are n ow 
receivin g pen sion s un d er existin g laws or 
whose claims are pen d iug in the pen sion office, 
m ay receive the ben efits of this act; th at n o 
person shall receive more tlian on e pen sion 
for the same period , an d ran k in the service 
shall n ot be con sid ered .

Now, although this in n ot on e of 
Pelmon leo’B d in n ers. It was plen ty g<ssl en ough, 
an d there was plen ty of it. Don ’t y ou worry on e 
min ute about our gettin g en ough to eat. I was in 
at the hay y iaterd ay , an d there was n ot a sin gle 
person on the sick list. I also In quired about the 
river settbun cn ts, an d fin d t hat,with the exception 
of two light cases of wooofHttg cough, all are wel 
there. I d id n ot see an id le man or woman at the 
bay . Every thin g seems to 1»« goin g n icely , an d 
all are con ten ted an d workin g hard . The kickers 
are pretty well thin n ed out 
At the river settlemen t tb» *y say they are livin g 
high on potatoes, corn , peas, cabbage, beets, 
turn ips, etc., all raised by the colon ists. 
Yesterd ay morn in g the fishin g boat came In at 
the bay an d brought on the shore five large tur 
tie« , weighin g on an average 1« poun d s each, 
besid es a lot of fish. The turtles are fin e. Day 
before y esterd ay five of us from the camp an d 
Mr. Lovell from the bay took a » lay off, an d all 
wen t on a kin d of a picn ic over to Duck Islan d , a 
small Islan d al» out three miles from the bay settle­ 
men t. Wlien we got within a lialf a mile of the 
Islan d , It apjssared black with d ucks. When we 
came n earer, on e of the lioy s fired off his pistol 
an d a gran d er sight I n ever saw in my life. 
Probably n ot li*ss than 8,000 d ucks flew in to the 
air. We lan d ed , an d in less than lutlf an hour we 
had killed with sticks twen ty seven big fat d ucks, 
weighin g from three to five poun d s each, an d 
gathered twelve d ozen eggs.

They have all been 
spen d in g their leisure time fi>r the last few d ay » 
writin g home en couragin g letters an d d isputin g 
the statemen ts mad e in the n ewspapers. 


The weather has been fin e, the warmest it has 
been at an y time, with the thermometer, situated 
as it is at home, bein g 86 d egrees.

W a b h in o to n C ity, Jun e 11.—Secretary 
Bayard 's recen t correspon d en ce with Mr. 
West, the British min ister, on the subject of 
assisted Irish emigration was mad e public 
Thursd ay. The correspon d en ce open s with 
s letter from Min ister West to the secretary 
of state, d ated April 25, which read s as fol­ 
lows: 
8 ia: Her majesty 's gov ernment has instructed 
me to cable to ascertain whether under the ex fad­ 
ing law Irish emigrants sent out at the public cost, 
sad who hare friends in the United States able to 
help and support them, will be allowed to land, 
and I bare the honor therefore to request y ou to 
be good enough to enable me to reply . 
To this Hecrotary Bayard , on May 7, re­ 
plied , an d after ackn owled gin g the receipt of 
the British min ister's n ote erf in quiry, quotes 
the law <Mi the subject, which relegates the 
en tire question to the officers charged with 
the d uty of supervisin g immigration , an d au­ 
thorises them to ex amin e the con d ition of im­ 
migran ts, 
an d , 
if an y 
such are un 
able to take care of themselves, an d are 
likely to become public charges, to refuse 
them permission to lan d . 
The secretary says 
the law is ex plicit an d that he can n ot there­ 
un d er give the min ister an y assuran ce in an y 
particular case or cases. 
He ad d s that the 
Un ited States welcomes all person s seekin g a 
n ew field of labor who are d esirable immi­ 
gran ts, but that a class of people who are 
d epen d en t on the en tirely un certain proposi­ 
tion that they have frien d s in this coun try 
who will help them, an d who are assisted to 
emigrate 
by govern men t

be­ 
cause they are likely to become a charge cm 
their own coun try are n ot d esirable, an d their 
ex portation hither by a foreign govern men t 
in ord er to get rid of the burd en of their sup­ 
port could scarcely be regard ed as a frien d ly 
act cn* in harmon y with ex istin g laws. 
On May 17 Min ister west in a n ote to the 
secretary mad e the followin g in quiry: 
8 i r : 
With reference to my note of the 25 th ult. 
and to y our reply of the 7 th instant, I hav e the 
honor to inform y ou that her majesty 's gov ern­ 
ment intimate that the intending emigrants are 
not paupers, but crofters, whose passages are 
only partly paid from public funds, and that her 
majesty 's gov ernment would be glad to know 
whether thfs affects in any way the tenor of y our 
abov e mentioned note. 
Replyin g to this in quiry on May 20, the 
d ate of the last n ote that has passed on the 
subject; Secretary Bayard wrote briefly that: 
“For the reason s stated in my n ote of 7th 
in st, the d epartmen t is un able to give an y as­ 
suran ce that an y particular class of immi­ 
gran ts will be permitted to lan d . The provi­ 
sion s of the law look to the actual con d ition 
of each person , an d are impartial in their 
operation .”

A HOTEL OF LONG AGO. 


Arrang em ent o f the R©oms» Under the 
Shelves—The Hearth. 
In 1807 William Hodg e, Sr., built an 
addition to his log house in Buffalo and 
established a tavern, about which his son, 
William Hodg e, wrote thus: “ This noble 
mansion consisted of two rooms on the 
lower floor, with a wide hall between 
them. 
It had battened doors, naked 
peeled beams and windows of 7 by J 
¡dag s, Tli© north room was used as a 
parlor, sitting room, main kitchen and 
Hji)ing room. 
The south room was the 
more public one. 
There the eye was 
caug ht by larg e black letters 01 1 an un­ 
pointed door, telling the visitor to W alk 
in,* and there too was the ‘latchstring , 
hang ing on tho outer side of the door. 
This room also contained the Uir, winch 
was partitioned off in one corner. 
“ Under the shelves stood the whisky 
and cider barrels, and on them were the 
keg s of brandy, rum and g in, and one or 
two kinds of wine, as Madeira and j» ort. 
Maybe there was also there a keg of 
tdirub or peppermint cordial, and occa­ 
sionally one of metlieg lin. Sometimes, in 
the proper season, the bar would contain 
a barrel of spruce beer, home made, of 
course. 
There was no lag er beer in those 
days. 
The sug ar box and money drawer 
were made to slide under the front coun­ 
ter board. 
The white sug ar then used 
came in hig h, tapering , solid cakes called 
sug ar loaves, done up in coarse brown or 
b&ck paper. 
A few may yet be seen. 
The liquors sold at the bar were always 
measured out in the wine g lass and g ill 
cup, or in larg er quantities when desired. 
‘ ‘Cider was sold by the pint or quart, 
red peppers being added; and in cold 
weather it was set upon coals and embers 
to heat. 
The mix ed drinks furnished at 
the bar were termed ‘sling s, ’ and were 
made of sug ar water and brandy, rum or 
g in, well stirred with the ‘sug ar stick. 
Hot sling s were made the same way, ex ­ 
cept that a hot iron was put in, to temper 
them, a slig ht sprinkling of nutmeg be­ 
ing reg ularly added. 
A ‘sang aree’ was 
made in the same way, using wine in­ 
stead of the strong er liquors. 
Nearly all 
were as much in the habit of using these 
different kinds of liquors as beverag es as 
people now are of using tea, coffee and 
even milk. 
“ The fireplace in the barroom and that 
in the north room were without ‘jambs’ 
—the chimneys being built with split 
1tb and plastered. 
Tliat in the north 
room was furnished with a ‘tramme 
pole* and ‘trammel* with hooks to match, 
for hang ing kettles, etc., over the lire. 
The heartlm were made of stones g ather« 
from the fields. 
The chamber rooms 
were used for sleeping purposes. 
An ad­ 
dition built on the east side of the bar 
loom was used as a back kitchen and 
wash room. 
It had a sloping roof, being 
a ‘lean-to. * 
The fireplace was built in 
one corner of it, and the chimney and 
hearth were of the same materials as those 
in the other rooms.’’-D etro it Free Press. }

the owl in doors. 
With craning 
and horrified looks, tho birds would alig ht 
upon tho branches, and between their 
screams would snatch off a cherry, as if 
tho act was some relief to their outrag ed 
feeling s. ’ *—» Philadelphia Times. 


The T» mal o f Mex ico. 
The tamal is a favorito composite all 
over the republic. 
It consists of chopped 
meat, tomatoes, and civile foiled in a tor­ 
tilla. 
The tortilla, perhaps it is necessary 
to my, the almost universal country sub­ 
stitute for broad, is a cake made of maize, 
and about the size of a larg e buckwheat 
cake. 
Its manufacture is one of the chief 
occupations of the women. 
In almost 
every hut and g arden one can hear the 
g rinding and the patting of the tortilla. 
Seated on the g round, the woman has lie- 
side her a dish of soaking g rains of maize 
In front of her is a curved stone, and 
upon this she mashes the maize \\ ith a 
stone roller held in both hands until it is 
a paste. 
This paste she molds and sk ill­ 
fully pats into shape, and lays upon a 
piece of sheet iron to liake over a char­ 
coal tire.—-Charles Dudley Warner, m 
Harper’s Mag azine.
